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Tigers edge Cass Tech in OT, 
29-28; advance to State Finals

Belleville High School Quarterback Bryce 
Underwood showcased himself showing 
just why he’s one of the best high school 
quarterbacks in the state. Some would 
arguably say in the country. 

For the final minutes on a cold and 
blustery field last Friday evening at Novi 
High School, Underwood was the game’s 
superhero first leading his offense to 
overtime with a 4-yard touchdown rush 
in the final minutes of regulation, before 
proceeding to win it all on Belleville’s OT 
possession with back-to-back runaround 
plays to the corner endzone. 

It was there where the Tigers converted 
the two-point conversion and won the 
game, 29-28. The victory sends them to the 
state finals for the second year in a row. 

Cass Tech won the toss in overtime 
and successfully converted their score so 
Belleville had to do the same and it took 
four downs to do it. However, instead of 
kicking the extra point that would tie the 
game at 28, the Tigers went for it all in the 
2-point conversion as Underwood took the 
snap and rolled out on a near identical play, 
dashing to the same corner and scoring to 
seal the victory. 

The Tigers face Caledonia in the Division 
1 title game this Saturday at 1 p.m. at Ford 
Field. It can be watched on Bally Sports 
Detroit. 

The victory improved Belleville’s record 
to 13-0, but it wasn’t easy. Belleville did 
strike first on its first possession to open 
the game with a Colbey Reed 48-yard 
touchdown rush to lead 7-0 for the only 
scoring in the first quarter. 

In the second, Belleville’s Kevin Simes 
capped off a 97-yard drive with а touchdown 
to increase the lead to 14-0 with ten minutes 
remaining in the first half. Then the Cass 
Technicians went to work responding with 
three unanswered touchdowns, the last one 
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a pick six run back to give them а 21-14 
lead at the half. 

There was no scoring in the third quarter 
but in the fourth the Tigers stopped 
Cass Tech on a fourth and one with 3:01 
remaining in regulation. Belleville took 
over on the Cass Tech 39-yard line and 
made their way closer to the end zone 
before Underwood rushed in for the score 
from 4 yards out to cut the deficit to 21-20. 
Belleville converted the point after and the 
score was tied 21-21. 

Finally. Cass Tech had a handful of 
chances to win the game in regulation with 
a first-in-goal series of plays that were 
all stopped by the Tiger defense, which 
included a field goal try on fourth down that 
would have won the game as time expired. 

Overtime in high school football works 
this way. Both teams get a four-down series 
of plays to reach the endzone. The start 
of overtime saw the Technicians scoring 
on a second down touchdown pass before 
the Tigers responded with their series of 
plays that eventually won the game with 
the Underwood touchdown and successful 
two-point play. 

Underwood finished the game 8 of 14 
passes for 128 yards, 1 touchdown, and two 
interceptions

Driver bound over for fleeing 
police, crashing into house, car

A driver who was being stopped by 
Belleville police because he had no tail 
lights the night of Sept. 14, ended up 
fleeing police, smashing into a home on 
East Huron River Drive and smashing into 
a car next door, before running away on 
foot and finally being caught hiding under 
acar on Roland Street. 

On Nov. 16, a preliminary exam was held 
by 34" District Court Judge Lisa Martin for 
Devon Leontae Sutton, 24, of Las Vegas, 
NV. Judge Martin heard the testimony and 
then bound Sutton over to circuit court on 
all charges for a Nov. 23 arraignment on 
the information. 

Sutton had been charged with two 
felonies, fleeing police in a vehicle — third 
degree and assaulting/resisting/ obstructing 
a police officer, along with a misdemeanor 
charge of reckless driving. 


Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Bryn 
Bailey presented one witness: Belleville 
Police Officer Chad Adam, who has been 
with the city police for two and a half years 
and with Royal Oak for less than a year 
before that. 

He testified he was on solo patrol that 
night when he saw a Mazda Tribute with 
no tail lights on East Columbia Avenue 
near Madelon Street and he “ran LEIN.” 
He said there was no tail light on the right 
or left sides, but there was a high mounted 
stop bar at the top that was lighted. He said 
he attempted to stop the silver SUV, but the 
car turned on Madelon at a very slow speed 
of 5 mph and then accelerated to 44 in the 
25-mph zone. He said he called dispatch 
to tell them where he was and that he was 
making a stop, turned on his lights and 
siren, and saw the car go through multiple 
stop signs without stopping.

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VBT board approves Winterfest fireworks from west of bridge

Since the Denton Road bridge is closed 
for repairs, the Winterfest fireworks that 
usually are shot off from the bridge had to 
be moved. 

At the regular meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees on Nov. 15, 
the board approved a permit for fireworks 
to be shot off from the roadway west of 
the Denton Road Bridge, next to Hillside 
Cemetery. 

The board unanimously granted 
approval to Michigan Fireworks Club to 
discharge commercial fireworks at 7:15 
p.m. Saturday, Dec. 3, with a rain date 
of Sunday, Dec. 4, from the area near the 
bridge or if that doesn’t work out, from 
a barge on Belleville Lake in the area 
between the Denton and Belleville Road 
bridges. 

Van Buren Township Fire Marshal 
Andrew Lenaghan reviewed the application 
by Joshua Edwards of Michigan Fireworks 
Club and approved the application. 

In other business at the 55-minute 
meeting, the board: 

• Congratulated Trustee Reggie Miller 
for winning a seat as State Representative 
in the Nov. 8 election. The Representative- 
Elect thanked everyone for their support. 
“Г just a phone call away ... just let my 
blisters heal... you know where І live”; 


• Congratulated Trustee Kevin Martin for 
retiring from General Motors; 

• Heard Clerk Leon Wright thank Bob 
and Marie Krouse for putting up flags on 
veterans’ graves in the township cemeteries. 
Clerk Wright also announced the township 
offices will be closed on Thanksgiving and 
the day after. He said the Nov. 8 election 
had 13,671 total voters, a total of about 
55% of the 25,000 registered voters. He 
said there were 6,620 absentee voters 
and 7,068 voted in person. He said voting 
tabulators went down at the Edgemont 
Elementary School polling site. He said 
tabs were jamming all over the county. He 
said his office sent out a technician from 
Dominion to see if it could be fixed. The 
voters were given the option of waiting 
in line or putting their ballots in a locked 
bin for later counting. Clerk Wright said 
the plan is to troubleshoot issues after the 
election. He said they will look at going for 
a higher type of tabulator, but that is more 
expensive; 

• Approved the Police Officer Labor 
Council’s Command Contract for 2022-25. 
The final negotiations were at the work/ 
study session before the regular meeting; 

• Accepted a property donation of 
1.515 acres at the northeast corner of the 
Clover Development on Belleville Road. 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara said when 
the senior housing development was being 


planned, the township thought its original 
entryway was too close to Robson Road 
across the street and would confuse drivers, 
so Clover moved its entryway south, 
leaving this property unusable. Supervisor 
McNamara said in the future, when Robson 
Road is built west of Belleville Road they 
will be able to use the land. Clover has 
begun clearing the land and construction 
will be in the coming year; 

* Approved the agreement with Huron 
Waterloo Pathways Initiative for the 
Iron Belle Trail Section J railroad work 
for a reimbursable cost of $50,000. The 
agreement commits HWPI to reimburse 
VBT for the full force account estimate of 
$50,423 for work performed by Norfolk 
Southern. The railroad construction work 
needs to be completed before Section J is 
constructed, which is currently slated for 
the 2023 construction season. HWPI will 
use funds already secured via a grant from 
the Ralph C. Wilson Jr. Foundation for this 
reimbursement; 

e Approved rezoning of 42060 Ecorse 
Rd. from M-T, Industrial Transportation, 
to M-2 General Industrial with conditions. 
The board also approved the Conditional 
Rezoning Agreement with Crossroads 
Distribution Center North 6 LLC in 
association with the rezoning. This is for 
the EV battery manufacturing facility; 

• Approved the Preliminary Plan and 


Special Land Use for the revision to the 
Cobblestone Creek Planned Residential 
Development by Infinity Acquisitions as 
recommended by the planning commission; 

• Approved a resolution for the Annual 
Exemption of the Township from 2011 
PA 152. The exemption allows employees 
to pay just 10% of health care, instead of 
20%; 

• Approved the 2023 Suburban Mobility 
Authority for Regional Transportation 
(SMART) contract. This is the annual 
approval of the FY-2023 SMART 
contract. Funds received by SMART help 
cover drivers’ wages, gasoline, vehicle 
maintenance, and vehicle repairs for the 
elderly population to get to and from the 
Senior Center, doctors’ appointments, and 
various shopping trips. The estimated level 
for VBT for 2023 is $28,433; 

• Approved the reappointments of Penny 
Young, Harry Roesch and Elaine Gutierrez 
and the appointment of Gina Dorazio 
(Alternate) to the Board of Review with 
terms to expire Dec. 31, 2024; and 

• Approved the reappointments of Charles 
Larocque and John Herman to the Board 
of Zoning Appeals (BZA) with terms to 
expire Dec. 1, 2025. 

During the work/study meeting, the board 
also discussed amending the contribution 
language for the Post Employment Medical 
Expense Reimbursement Plan. 


Man accused of two counts of murder in VBT has case reassigned 


Lionel Lamont Vincent, 48, of Pontiac 
was bound over to circuit court by 34“ 
District Court Judge Tina Brooks Green 
after a live preliminary exam on June 15. 

The arraignment on the information at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice was set for 
June 29 and then adjourned at the request 
of the court. 

A request by the defense attorney for a 
transcript of the preliminary exam was 
filed on June 30. 

Vincent’s arraignment on the information 
was held Aug. 4 before Judge Michael J. 
Callahan and was adjourned at the request 
of the court to Sept. 7 before Judge Ulysses 
W. Boykin. Then a pretrial was set for Oct. 
7. 

On Oct. 11 the case was reassigned to 
Judge Bradley Cobb and a pretrial set for 
Nov. 29. 

Vincent was brought from Ionia by 
Michigan Department of Corrections to 
34" District Court for his preliminary 
exam to face two homicide charges for 
allegedly killing a mother and daughter 
in Van Buren Township on July 25, 
2021. Bond was denied in the murders. 
He is being held on pending charges of 
violation of probation on a previous charge. 


Vincent is accused of murdering 
Yachanda Snipes, 45, and her daughter 
Dacara Leatherberry, 14, in their home in 
the 46000 block of Lake Villa Drive within 
the Belleville Pointe apartment complex 
late July 25, 2021. The two reportedly died 
of multiple injuries. 

Van Buren Township Police Detective 
Mike Long said Vincent was the suspect

from the beginning and the victim was an 
Uber driver at the time they met. Det. Long 
said the state held Vincent for possible 
parole violation because of the VBT police 
investigation. He was wearing his GPS 
ankle monitor, required for his parole, 
at the time of the killings, police said. 

According to Michigan Department of 
Corrections records, Vincent was paroled 


Sept. 22, 2020 after serving 27 years in 
prison for an Aug. 25, 1994 kidnapping 
and rape, using a weapon to commit a 
felony and various other weapons charges, 
in Oakland County. He was convicted in a 
jury trial. 

He now is being held in Lakeland 
Correctional Facility in Coldwater for his 
alleged parole violation. 


Phelps bound over for discharging firearms in house, holding PD at bay

Сап Londa Phelps, Ш, 55, of Van Buren 
Township waived his preliminary exam on 
Nov. 16 and 34" District Court Judge Lisa 
Martin bound him over to circuit court for 
a Nov. 30 arraignment on the information. 

He is charged with assaulting/resisting/ 
obstructing a police officer and reckless 
use of firearms at his home in the 800 block 
of Sumpter Road in Van Buren Township 
in two different cases on Oct. 20 and 24. 

He was before 34" District Court Judge 
Tina Brooks Green on Nov. 2 via zoom 
from the Wayne County Jail for his probable 


cause conferences. But his defense attorney 
Brian Schaf said he needed discovery and 
Judge Green adjourned the cases until Nov. 
16. 

Cash or surety bond on each of the cases 
is $20,000 and attorney Schaf asked for 
Judge Green to reduce bond. He said his 
client has only two prior charges on his 
record, operating while intoxicated in 1985 
and 2005. He has worked for 17 years and 
is waiting on a disability claim, Schaf said. 

Judge Green said she was not changing the 
bond now but would turn the question over 
to pretrial services for a recommendation. 
Surety bond was posted by Phelps for both 


cases on Nov. 11 through а bail bondsman. 
On Oct. 20, Phelps reportedly fired six 

rounds in his home, telling police that drug 

dealers came and stole all of his weed. 

At 12:34 a.m. Oct. 24, police were called 
again by neighbors. He had a shot gun 
this time and police brought the SWAT 
team. After arriving on the scene, officers 
continued to hear gunfire from inside the 
home, so they took cover and established 
a perimeter. When officers contacted the 
suspect, they said he was agitated and not 
willing to speak with them. 

After an approximate four-hour standoff,

Happy Thanksgiving. 
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On Saturday about 50 people from the 
Belleville area got on a bus and traveled to 
the Detroit Institute of Arts to visit the “Van 
Gogh in America” exhibit. The trip was 
organized by the Belleville Area Council 
for the Arts and featured the library’s 
showing of “Lust for Life” last Thursday 
to prepare those going to the exhibit with a 
fictionalized version of Vincent Van Gogh’s 
life. 

Our large group was separated into two 
groups and the first half got to go right 
to the special exhibit and the second half 
was invited to other exhibits for about 20 
minutes before those members could be led 
to the Van Gogh exhibit. 

The lines for the exhibit were very long 
and our group was led right to the front and 
into the exhibit. The guide warned us we 
would get dirty looks from those waiting in 
line, which we did. They had been waiting 
for a long time and we got right in because 
our arrangements had been made long in 
advance. 

During the viewing, I heard many people 
referring to what they were seeing in the 
context of the movie they had seen at the 
library. There was even a place to sit to 
watch clips of the movie at the end of the 
exhibit. 

It was an overwhelming project for 
the DIA, which borrowed 74 authentic 
Van Gogh artworks from museums and 
individuals all over the world to put this 
exhibit together. The DIA owns one of 
the paintings, “Self Portrait,’ which it 
purchased in 1922. The DIA was the first 
museum in the country to buy a Van Gogh. 

At the end of our museum visit, we were 
supposed to meet up with our bus at 3:45 
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p.m. at the John R Street entrance to the 
DIA and most of us were near the door 
about two minutes before that time when 
the fire alarm went off. The hallway a few 
of us were in around the corner, had the 
door shut and locked while the alarm blared 
on. The museum guide said there would be 
information coming over the public address 
system and we needed to be patient. Finally, 
she just called out, “Evacuate the building,” 
so we did. Our bus was waiting in front 
with our coats in it. (Can’t wear coats in the 
Van Gogh exhibit because of vandalism at 
museum exhibits around the world.) 

One of those on the bus was Van Buren 
Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
who said he had smelled rubber burning 
upstairs at the museum and tried to tell 
museum staff, but they wouldn’t listen 
to him. Then the alarm went off. He said 
there were workers with torches doing 
something and he believes that’s what this 
was all about. 

Our bus had to wait for three missing 
riders so by the time we were ready to head 
home, the museum was letting visitors in 
again. There was some talk about how 
awful it would be to have waited in that 
long line to get into the special exhibit and 
then have to evacuate the building. 

Our thanks to Barbara Miller, who had the 
bright idea to take a bus to the DIA for this 
special exhibit and laid the groundwork, and 
to Elaine Gutierrez who followed through 
with the details and led us on Saturday.

He said two Van Buren units — Officer 
Kurtis Mowbray and another officer -- and 
Belleville Cpl. Matt Vandeweghe came 
to help. He said the Mazda struck the 
rear brick of the east side of a house, its 
backyard, at a residence at 180 E. Huron 
River Dr. Then the vehicle struck a parked 
Ford Fusion at a residence behind 180 E. 
Huron River Dr. 

Officer Adam said the driver’s door 
popped open so he thought the driver was 
going to “foot bail” and he did. He tried to 
use a taser but the driver eluded that and 
ran into a wooded area. 

He said Cpl. Vandeweghe was on Madelon 
and the two Van Buren officers set up a 
perimeter. The owner of the vehicle that 
was struck came out to talk to the police 
and, “I heard a tree branch snap.” 

He testified he saw the defendant 100 feet 
away on Roland Street. Officer Adam said 
he did a foot pursuit and called to him to 
stop. He said Sutton ran up a driveway at 
225 Roland St. and he found him under the 
front bumper of a vehicle in the driveway. 

Officer Adam said he held him at gunpoint 
and, “We helped him out.”

Defense attorney Vanessa Hamilton 
asked Judge Martin to reduce her client’s 
bond of $100,000/10% since he has been in 
the Wayne County Jail since early October 
and it is very taxing on him.

in the Ypsilanti area. 

Prosecutor Bailey said he had a hotel room 
key who shows no established residence 
and his doesn’t have a Michigan history. 
She said there is a hold from the federal 
government and the federal government 
wants him. She said Sutton was attempting 
to avoid federal government extradition. At 
the probable cause conference the federal 
district was identified as the South District 
of California for failure to comply with 
probation. 

Judge Martin said that $100,000 did 
seem high, but then Bailey said his record 
shows he had two prior convictions, with 
one being sex trafficking of minors, plus 
four assaultive charges in 2003. He was on 
supervised release. He was charged with 
obstruction of a police officer in 2007 and 
failure to appear in 2009, Bailey said. 

Judge Martin denied the request to 
modify bond and told Hamilton she could 
seek that at circuit court.

At its regular meeting on Nov. 16, the 
Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission discussed reports оп 
microplastics, PFAS, lily pads, French 
Landing Dam, and other subjects members 
have asked about. 

Ron Akers, Van Buren Township’s 
municipal services director, gave reports 
on seven topics and then presented the 
proposed meeting dates for 2023, which 
is slated to be approved at the Dec. 21 
meeting. The commission will consider a 
change in meeting time, as well. 

Huron River Watershed Council 

Director Akers gave a report on the last 
HRWC meeting and said they discussed 
phosphorus and bugs. He said the late 
Dr. Dave Wilson was the township’s 
last official representative to the HRWC 
and the township is looking for a new 
representative. 

The commission discussed the erosion 
around the lake, especially at Quirk Road, 
Mission Pointe and Van Buren Park beach. 

Wayne County Drain Commission 

Akers said residents in the Van Born/ 
Belleville Road area, behind Greenbriar 
Subdivision, have petitioned the Wayne 
County Drain Commission to clean out the 
drain in that area. The residents will pay. 

It was noted that commission chairman 
Norm DeBuck had said at a previous 
meeting that he didn’t remember the last 
time they cleaned the drain on his property. 

Quirk at Belleville Road 

Akers said once he gathers more 
information, on the erosion along Quirk 
Road, he will report. Commissioners are 
concerned that a portion of Quirk Road will 
fall into Belleville Lake since the erosion 
there is so close to the roadway. That had 
been one of Dr. Wilson’s concerns. 

Ann Arbor NPDES Permit 

Akers said the settlement agreement with 
the state over the law suit on the Ann Arbor 
wastewater treatment plant’s National 
Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
(NPDES) permit was dated June 21, 2021 
and it specifies phosphorus limits for its 
daily load. 

There is a 25-year agreement on how they 
can discharge phosphorus. Akers said he 
sent a summary to the commissioners and 
then he re-sent them the legal settlement. 

He said the Ann Arbor city board 
action was detailed. The phosphorous 
concentration can be 8 from 2021-23 
and must be .2 concentration by the end 
of 25 years. The treatment plant empties 
into the Huron River which flows through 
Belleville Lake. 

Microplastics, PFAS, Foam 

The recent microplastics speaker at 
the Belleville Area District Library was 
not taped, but the library gave Akers 
information on his talk and how to contact 
the speaker. Commission members 
suggested inviting the speaker to give a 
presentation before them. Akers said if that 
wasn’t possible, maybe he has a recorded 


presentation to share. 

Akers said he was told that the highest 
levels of microplastics in the state are in 
the Huron River and most come from the 
fibers in clothes. People are urged to get 
a filter for their washing machines, use a 
ball in the washer that attracts fibers, and 
use side-loading washers instead of top- 
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Environmental Comm. gets reports on dam, microplastics, lily pads 


loading washers. 

The HRWC explains that microplastics 
are tiny pieces of plastic (less than 5 
millimeters/0.2 inches) and are mostly 
invisible to the naked eye. They slough off 
of articles of clothing when they are being 
washed and fall off of decomposing plastic 
bottles, bags, and other debris. 


Scientists have found microplastics 
nearly everywhere, including oceans, 
lakes, rivers, and aquatic animals. Fibers, 
which contribute the most to the local 
microplastics pollution, are washed into 
our streams and rivers after synthetic 
clothes and textiles, such as fleece and

athletic gear, are laundered. These fibers 
are so tiny, they are not filtered out during 
the water treatment process. 

Akers reported there are PFAS in the 
Huron River and it is concentrated in foam, 
which tends to form near dams, according 
to HRWC. People are warned not to touch 
the foam and rinse it off if touched. When 
suspicious foam builds up, people are urged 
to take a picture and alert an emergency 


hotline (1-800-292-4706). It is bright white 
and folds up on itself like shaving cream. 

Commissioner Peter Creal suggested 
getting the HRWC to give the township 
information to post at launch sites. 

“PII reach out to them,” Akers said, 
adding, he thought there were signs by the 
docks and he would check. 

Lily Pads on Belleville Lake 
Akers said he is reaching out to Michigan 
State University and Washtenaw County to 
see if the township can get solutions to the 
lily pads that are clogging up the west side

of Belleville Lake. 

Akers said Washtenaw County hires 
lake scientists to come up with plans and 
inspect yearly. This is paid for by lakefront 
property owners in other communities. He 
said he would see how much it would cost. 

Commissioner Benjamin Ross, who was 
chairing the meeting in the absence of 
chairman DeBuck, said the lily pads are 
upstream at the far end of the lake and if 
the lily pads were broken up into pieces 
that could flow downstream and re-root, 
and, “We’re not kicking it down to Flat 
Rock.” 

French Landing Dam Permit 

Eagle Creek, which is running French 
Landing Dam, has started its permit 
renewal with the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission and hopes to get 
renewal for another 40 years to continue 
making hydropower. The lease expires in 
2027 and it takes five years to reapply. 

Akers said he and Director of Public 
Services Larry Luckett went to the 
preliminary study meeting оп the 
application. He said Van Buren Township 
is a co-licensee, but Eagle Creek is fully 
funding the application. 

FERC requires many different kinds of 
studies, including recreation on the lake 
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and how the fish get up the river at the dam 
site. Other agencies are asking for other 
studies, but the decommissioning study 
was not approved since nobody believes 
the dam won’t be reapproved.

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Belleville DDA discusses partnerships, social media, economic dev.

In its regular meeting on Nov. 16, the 
Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority discussed тапу different 
proposals, but the only action taken was to 
approve the agenda and the minutes and to 
pay its bills. 

First, under Citizen Comments on Agenda 
Items only, Councilwoman Kelly Bates 
and Tom Fielder spoke about a proposed 
Community Garden for the city that was on 
the agenda. 

Bates said the Community Garden had 
been discussed in the past but never was 
implemented. She said since the public has 
to speak before she learns what the DDA is 
going to say on the subject, it is difficult. 

Fielder said a site at Village Park and 
behind Citizen’s Bank were discussed 


as locations, but the project got bogged 
down because of finances and how to make 
people responsible. 

He said people don’t understand how 
Village Park came to be. He said the 
property where Victoria Commons 
eventually was built was owned by a 
doctor. He wanted to put a hospital there, 
but it was too “mushy” and he couldn’t. 

In the late “805 a developer came and the 
DDA was created in 1991 to take that on 
as a project. Eighteen acres was deeded to 
the city as a park. The developer also threw 
in money in six figures to put things in the 
park. They built a bathroom, gravel paths, 
two basketball areas, a volleyball court, 
but the ice rink wasn’t working. They also 
wanted to put in a bandshell in the back. 

The walking and running paths 15’ wide 
around the ponds belonged to the city. The

horseshoe pits never got done. 

Fielder said they tried to find what could 
be put in that park that couldn’t be put in 
the other city parks because they were too 
small. 

It was necessary to have a five-year master 
plan for parks and recreation to get grants. 
The grant applications were rejected for 
many reasons, he said. Three percent of the 
city needed to be in parks, but it was just 
one percent. With the new Village Park, the 
city had enough park property to apply for 
park grants. 

He concluded saying the city is 
responsible for the park. 

DDA chairperson Alicia McGovern 
thanked Fielder for the history. 

The first item on the agenda was the 
official swearing in of new board member 
Ivan Ankwatsa of Pryde Athletics. 

Then, Chairperson McGovern said the 
DDA’s Economic Development Committee 
met at 8 a.m. on Nov. 14 and will meet 
every Monday at 8 a.m. 

Partnerships 

The next item on the agenda was 
“Partnerships with Events and Other 
Entities.” 

McGovern turned the meeting over 
to City Manager / Police Chief David 
Robinson, who has also been administrator 
for the DDA since the last one left.

Chief Robinson said the DDA needs 
to be a leading force in the community 
and a partnership with the Chamber, 
Central Business Community, Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts and others 
wanting events is important. He said 
putting a community calendar together 
was important with events from all the 
organizations on it. 

He said the CBC was basically in charge 
of Booville this year. 

“We have some really great events,” he 
said. “Wouldn’t it be great if everyone took 
part in each event? It would make great 
events even greater ... with all working 
together ... collaboration with different 
groups.” He said they could say, “You take 
first chair, well take second...” 

“Т would like to find a grant to get our own 
stage,’ Robinson said. “Put it wherever 
we want. It could be on the Fourth Street 
Square all summer,” he said, noting they 
could have open mike night, high school 
band night, and other events. 

He said when you go for a grant, it is 
better if more parties are involved and 
collaborating and that could be the city of 
Belleville, DDA, CBC, Chamber. 

McGovern said collaborating would 
increase the capacity for these events and 
bring businesses to our community. She 
said all these events are held in the DDA 
district. 

“We should be involved,” McGovern 
said. 

“I had PTSD from all the Strawberry 
Festival things,” said DDA member Valerie 
Kelley Bonner. “Make sure it’s clear.” 

“The city council has total override of 
everything that happens here,’ Robinson 
said. “We could say, ‘Who wants to lead?’ 
The smaller organizations may not have the 
same assets. Are we going to take it over? 
No. Collaborations. Will there be bumps? 
Of course. If it’s straightforward and clear. 
It would be that person’s event and others 
supporting it.” 

“To make this work, we need a committee 
formed,” McGovern said. “No contracts 
formed. That’s where Strawberry Festival 
began to unravel.” 

“As long as we don’t lose sight of our 
goal,” Robinsons said. 

“Everyone wants the same thing,” 
McGovern said. 

“Sounds good,” said Kelley-Bonner. 
“That was the issue — money.” 

“They ended up hiring somebody, 
because nobody has the time, energy to 
do this,” Robinson said. “If we can’t find 
somebody to do it, it shouldn’t be done.” 

“I want to tell you, there will be money 
involved.” 

Social Media, Economic Development 

The next agenda item was on Social 
Media and Economic Development. 
McGovern said at a recent meeting DDA 
member Jennifer Winter suggested getting 
a student. She said the DDA knows what 
it wants and it just needs implementation. 

Robinson said he would like to look at the 
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city contract with the company that does 
its website. The contract is expiring soon. 
He said the city needs a new website and it 
needs somebody to go on the website and 
update it. 

“We’ll need somebody who can do it. 
It takes a much more solid science to do 
that,” he said. “I want to have waiting lists 
of people who can’t wait for a building on 
Main Street. We have to decide what kinds 
of businesses we want here.” 

“An economic development person 
could possibly fill this role?” McGovern 
wondered. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley, who sits on 
the DDA, said you have to try finding 
somebody who does that for a living. 

“We’re not in competition with another 
town,’ Mayor Conley said. “We didn’t 
need a laundrymat on Main Street. We 


found the right fit for us, but there was a 
non-compete clause with Ypsilanti.” 

Robinson said the companies who replied 
to the DDA’s request for proposals had 
suggested what the DDA already did and 
the implementation would be by the hour, 
which is expensive. 

“We have to find someone who could do 
what we want,’ McGovern said. 

“The RFP we sent out was not specific,” 
Robinson said. 

Kelley-Bonner said Washtenaw 
Community College will be having a 
meeting with interns where you sit at a 
table and pitch what you want and interns 
can say whether they are interested. 

“Га be willing to do that,” Kelley Bonner 
said, adding, “I'll be there anyway.” 
McGovern asked if the DDA is ready 
to go out for an economic development 
director, pointing out its almost a year from 
their strategic planning session. 
Robinson said he would like to do some 
research. He said he has good consultants

Case 20-037: A request by Rand Construction Engineering, Inc. on behalf of owner 5M Van 
Buren LLC to construct a roof and floor truss manufacturing facility which includes a 68,228 
square foot building, an outdoor storage area for building equipment and supplies . The 
project is proposed to be located at the 21.3 acre site located at 5925 Beck Road (parcel ID 
number 83 014 99 0001 703). The parcel is zoned М-1 - Light Industrial. Outdoor storage of 
building equipment and supplies is a Special Land Use in the M-1 (Light Industrial) District, 
and the proposed Special Land Use requires a public hearing.

Village Park was the next item of 
discussion and McGovern said the 
committee talked about Pickle Ball for that 
park.

Richardson- Williams asked if they could 
get a grant like they did for Victory Park. 

Mayor Conley said the federal ARPA 
funds were completely different. She 
suggested letting County Commissioner Al 
Haidous know the city’s needs and, “He’s 
never let us down.” 

Secretary Denise Baker said there 
is $27,000 in the budget for park 
improvements and Robinson said that was 
for the matching funds for the ARPA grant.

Last on the agenda was discussion on a 
Community Garden. 

Robinson said there was a great place in 
the city property behind the car wash on 
Main Street. He said they have to determine 
who will run it. He said he would like to 
deal with some of those who work with 
the Farmers’ Market. Maybe the Rotary, 
Kiwanis, and Masons could be asked to be 
in charge of it month by month. 

DDA member Kelly McWilliams 
suggested asking the local garden club 
with Deb Green and Claudia Roullier to 
get involved. 

Baker said in Ann Arbor they have 
Project Grow where you can rent a plot for 
the summer.

Phelps exited his home and was taken into 
custody without further incident. 

Phelps reportedly said he had chest pains 
and Van Buren Township Police Lt. Charles 
Bazzy said they knew he was a heart patient, 
so he was taken to the hospital. 

Lt. Bazzy said the warrant for the second 
incident came back first from the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s office, and Phelps was 
turned over to the Wayne County Sheriff at 
the hospital once he was arraigned. 

For the Oct. 24 incident, he was charged 
with discharging a firearm in or at a 
building, assaulting/resisting/obstructing 
police, and two counts of felony firearms. 
He was arraigned by 34" District Court 
Magistrate Al Hindman on those charges 
by video from the hospital the morning 
of Oct. 25. Magistrate Hindman ordered 
$20,000 cash bond. 

Then, the warrant for the Oct. 20 incident 
came back and he was arraigned again a few 
hours later the same day by Judge Green 
on additional charges: assaulting/resisting/ 
obstructing a police officer and reckless use 
of firearms. Judge Green set a $20,000 cash 
or surety bond on those charges. 

Javontae Derrick Jackson-Norman 

Javontae Derrick Jackson-Norman, 28, 
of Ecorse was arraigned from the Wayne 
County Jail by Judge Martin on April 1 
on three bench-warrant charges - two 
from Van Buren Township and one from 
Romulus.
